HINTS FOR THEIR SELECTION AND CULTURE. 


VERY year, as we set about the preparation of the autumn issue of our Horticultural 
Ke Guide, we have some regrets that the various plants and seeds suitable for the pro- 
duction of flowers in winter and early spring are somewhat limited. Yet we always 
rejoice that we have at command what is in reality an extensive assortment. There are, we 
find, many plants designed by nature to produce flowers in winter and early inspring, if only 
the proper conditions are afforded them. A knowledge of these and their habits puts us in 
possession of the means of gratifying our desires, and enables us to make our parlors and con- 
servatories cheerful and beautiful in winter, and our gardensand flower-beds attractive early 
in spring. Fortunately, too, we have a class of plants, which, for ease of culture and the 
wonderful profusion and rare beauty of their flowers, stand unrivalled. We refer to the 
numerous kinds of the so-called Dutch and other bulbous plants. No plants are more interest- 
ing or more beautiful, and few are so useful for winter blooming indoors, and none equal 
them for early spring flowering in the garden. 

PLANTS BEST ADAPTED FOR WINTER AND SPRING BLOOM- 
ING.—This year, as usual, we have made a careful selection of the plants we find of most 
value for the production of flowers in winter and early spring, and all of them we confidently 
recommend. Those we list have all been carefully grown and prepared for that purpose, and 
are in excellent condition; they cannot fail to give satisfaction. 

BULBS: HOW TO SELECT THEM AND WHEN TO PLANT 
THEM.—In selecting bulbs, if the best results are aimed at, two points of the utmost im- 
portance must be observed, namely: a bulb of the best quality should be selected, and an 
early selection should be made, so as to obtain it. Early purchasers have the first and best 
choice, and, moreover, bulbs deteriorate late in the season. Early planting, too, in the gar- 
den is of paramount importance. It insures a good root growth in fall before severe frost 
sets in. Late planted bulbs, which have their growth prematurely checked by frost, seldom 
give satisfaction in spring. In short, to insure success plant early and use the best quality 
of bulbs. For particulars concerning the culture of each kind of bulb, note the instructions 
under each heading.

No better can be had at any price; all are excellent, none are inferior. 

NAMED AND UNNAMED BULBS.—Among the unnamed kinds, which are 
cheaper than the named for very obvious reasons, there are many excellent varieties, yet all 
are not as uniformly good as the named sorts, which have been carefully selected, labeled and 
kept apart to preserve them pure and true to name, so that the kind and its particular color 
may always be definitely known, in itself a matter of importance when only first-class 
flowers of particular colors are desired. We therefore recommend the named kinds if the 
best are wanted. 

PRICES.—Owing to the large quantities of bulbs we have purchased, we can afford 
to sell them at very moderate prices. The margin of profits, however, is small, so that we 
cannot offer large premiums, but all purchasers may select, for each dollar 
sent, bulbs to the amount of $1.10, when not ordered at hundred rates.

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HYACINTHS. 


ee deservedly popular bulbous plant 

is without doubt the most beautiful 
and useful of all Spring-blooming bulbs. 
Its delightful fragrance and the numerous 
tints of its beautiful trusses of bell-shaped 
flowers render it invaluable to all Jovers of 
flowers, and affords pleasure and delight to 
millions of the human race. It is of the 
easiest culture, and with any reasonable care 
no one can fail to meet with success in its 
cultivation. It is, however, highly import- 
apt to secure the bulbs and have them 
planted as early as possible, while they are 
yet fresh and vigorous. 

Pot CuLTURE.—A four-inch pot is the 
best size for the successful growth of the 
bulb. It delights in a light, rich sandy soil; 
when placed in the pot the upper surface of 
the bulb should show above the soil. After 
potting, water thoroughly and place them in 
a dark, cool place in the cellar, or out of 
doors well covered up with ashes, sand or 
such like material, there to remain until well 
rooted, when they should be taken in, a few 
at a time, to keep up a succession of bloom, 
and set in a warm and light place in the 
house or greenhouse, to bring them into flower. When in active growth they should 
have an abundance of water. Support the flower stems with light stakes if it becomes neces- 
sary to keep them erect. 

Guass CuLTURE.—Hyacinths are very pretty and very interesting when grown in glasses. 
Their management thus is simple and as follows: Fill the glass with clean rain-water, so 
that the base of the bulb when set in the receptacle for it on top of the glass will just 
touch the water. Set away in a cool, dark place until well rooted. A succession may be 
kept up in the manner recommended in pot-culture. Change the water frequently, washing 
out the roots, if necessary, to cleanse them of any foreign substance. A piece of charcoal in 
the glass will serve to keep the water sweet, and also afford nourishment to the plant. 

OUT-DOOR CULTURE.—Plant in October or early in November, in soil deeply cultivated 
and rich. Set the bulbs about six inches apart and four inches deep, and, when convenient, 
placing a handful of sand around each to prevent rot. Cover the surface of the bed with 
light, short manure, as a protection to the bulbs during the severe months of winter. Re- 
move this covering as soon as the severe frost is gone in spring. After flowering, and when 
the foliage is well matured, the bulbs may be removed from the soil and kept dry until the 
following fall; or, if the bed is wanted for summer flowering plants before the foliage is 
ripened, the bulbs may be carefully removed and again covered with soil in any out-of-the- 
way corner of the garden until they have matured their foliage. 

Some cultivators allow their bulbs to remain in the beds for several years undisturbed, 
and with excellent success. —

T is almost unnecessary to make any 
comments on these old favorites so 
generally known and admired, but 

from experience we are aware that even our oldest 
plants (and the Tulip is one of them), are either 
wholly unknown or not sufficiently known to be appre- 
ciated by many beginners in garden operations. Let us say to these 
that for making a handsome display in the garden in early spring, 
before we even dare plant our summer flowering plants, there is no 
plant so effective, nor none so reliable as the Tulip. It may also be 
successfully grown in pots for the house or greenhouse; and when so 
grown is treated about the same as the Hyacinth. Nothing can be 
much more handsome than a good-sized pot with several bulbs of various 
varieties of these in it, all in full bloom. ‘To say the least of it, it is gor- 
geous. 

Garden Culture.—Any good soil, well enriched, will suit these 

\ bulbs. October, or early in November is the proper time to plant them. 

acs Set them four or five inches apart and about three inches deep. Protect 
them during the severe months of winter with a covering of straw or manure. The after 
culture is the same as recommended for the Hyacinth. 


The earliest blooming varieties are marked a, next b, and so on in their order. Thenumber 
before the names denotes the height of their growth in inches.

No collection of greenhouse plants is in any man- 
mer complete without one or more species of this 


lovely genus of plants. What can exceed in beauty 
and delicious fragrance the large symmetrical flowers 
of Auratum, or the smaller but scarcely less beauti- 
ful ones of Rubrum and Roseum, and the spotlessly 
pure white blossoms of Longifiorum, and those of 
that new and grand one, Harrisi, or of that old favor- 
ite, produced in euch profusion, Candidum?

To assist the uninitiated, we give a few hints re- 
garding the mode of culture most generally adopted, 


which, if followed, contingencies excepted, will be 
productive of success. 

All of the species named may be grown out of 
doors, but none of them as successfully as Candidum, 
which is perfectly hardy and seldom fails to annually 
produce an abundance of flowers. It should be plant- 
ed in September or early in October, in deep, rich, 
sandy soil, covering the bulbs about three inches. 


| Should the winter prove severe, protect the bulbs 


with a light covering of straw, or long manure, to be 
removed early in the spring. 


FOR POT CULTURE.—AIl of the varieties named 
may either be potted singly or two or three bulbs, or 


even more, may be put into any pot, according to 


fancy; if singly, a six or seven inch pot should be 
used; if several in a pot, then eight, ten or twelve 
inch pets—according to the number or the size of the 
bulbs—should be used. The soil best adapted to 
them is a light rich loam, made rich with plenty of 
well-rotted manure and a good sprinkling of sharp 
sand added. The time to pot them varies according 
to the time that the flowers are desired. It may be 
done at any time, from September to February. After 
potting, stand them out of doors or in a cool house 
until well rooted; they should then be removed to a 
warmer temperature, and remain there until the 
flower-buds begin to expand, after which, in order 
to extend the period of flowering, they should again 
be set in acool place. Do not immediately, after the 
flowers have faded, as is too often practiced, dry off 
the bulbs, but considering the nature of the plant, 
give them close attention, water them carefully, and 
even giving an occasional watering with liquid 
manure to develop and thoroughly mature the bulbs 
for another season’s growth. Withhold water grad- 
ually as the foliage turns yellow and shows signs of 
rest. When dry, store the pots in any cool place; 
and as the bulbs again show signs of growth, shake 
the old soil off them and replace them in the same 
pots in fresh soil.
